I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Public 
Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December  1961 o 

During  the  year  the  population  increased  by  15,540  to  a  total 
of  35,810  persons^  The  birth  rate  remained  unchanged  but  the  infantile 
mortality  rate  dropped  to  12.52  per  1,000  live  births ^  this  being  the 
lowest  recorded.  The  rate  is  much  lower  than  the  national  average 
and  is  an  index  of  the  high  standard  of  child  care  which  exists  in 
the  district. 

Maternal  mortality  was  again  nil,  this  being  the  fourth  year  in 
which  no  death  has  occurred  in  association  with  childbirtho  This  is 
a  reflection  on  the  excellent  ante-natal  care  which  is  available  to 
mothers  in  the  Borough,  both  from  their  family  Doctor,  and  also  from 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  where  ante-natal  classes  are 
held  regularly  and  are  well  attended.  It  is  also  a  tribute  to  the 
local  hospitals  which  deal  with  the  more  complicated  cases  of  childbirth. 

The  total  notifications  of  infectious  disease  showed  an  increase, 
the  total  being  554  compared  with  61  last  year.  The  increase  was  mainly 
caused  by  the  seasonal  incidence  of 'measles,  an  epidemic  durdng  the 
year  giving  rise  to  510  cases  as  compared  with  8  the  previous  year. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Smallpox,  Typhoid  Fever  ox  Diphtheria  during 
the  year  and  only  one  case  of  Poliomyelitis.  This  occurred  in  an  adult 
male  who  was  the  only  member  of  his  Family  who  had  not  been  vaccinated 
against  the  disease.  Although  he  recovered  from  the  acute  phase  of  the 
illness,  he  was  unfortunately  left  with  severe  residual  paraljrsiso 
Immunisation  against  Poliomyelitis  lias  continued  during  the  year  and  a 
total  of  11,131  persons  have  now  been  immunised  against  tliia  disease. 

It  is  no  longer  necessary  to  have  injections  for  this  purpose  as  oral 
Poliomyelitis  vaccine  is  used  as  a  routine.  The  vaccine  is  administered 
by  taking  two  drops  of  the  vaccine  on  a  cube  of  suggar,  a  method  which 
has  proved  much  more  acceptable  to  children  of  school  age. 

The  main  cause  of  death  was  again  Coronary  Thrombosis  and  other 
forms  of  heart  disease,  this  class  of  disease  causing  more  than  half 
the  total  deaths  in  the  Borough  during  the  year.  77^  of  all  deaths 
occurred  in  persons  who  were  65  years  of  age  or  more,  the  average  age 
at  death  for  males  being  68  years  and  for  females  74  years.  These  figures 
would  indicate  that  some  revision  of  the  present  retirement  ages  is 
necessary.  Males  retiring  at  the  age  of  65  have  paid  retirement  benefits 
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for  five  years  longer  than  females^  but  they  only  live  for  an  average  of 
three  years  after  retirement ^  whereas  females  who  retired  at  the  age  of 
60  live  for  an  average  of  14  years  after  retirement.  The  expectancy  of 
life  figures  suggest  that  the  retirement  age  for  males  should  be  lowered » 
It  may  surprise  many  people  to  realise  that  if  the  retiirement  ages  for 
men  and  women  were  reversed  so  that  males  retired  at  the  age  of  60  and 
fema].es  at  65 j  the  sexes  would  have  theoretically  equal  lengths  of  time 
for  retirement o 

Cancer  of  the  lung  increased  during  the  year  and  caused  a  total 
of  20  deaths  as  compared  with  a  total  of  17  deaths  last  yearo  It  isj, 
therefore,  worth  noting  the  strong  warning  given  in  the  Royal  College 
of  Physicians®  Report  on  smoking,  and  it  is  worth  bringing  to  the 
notice  of  children  that  this  report  emphasised  that  there  is  a  definite 
connection  between  the  number  of  cigarettes  smoked  and  the  chance  of 
contracting  cancer  of  the  lung  in  later  life* 

The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  continues  to  increase 

A 

and  I  would  mention  one  aspect  of  this,  i.e*  meat  inspection*  All 
animals  slaughtered  in  Whitley  Bay  are  examined  to  ensure  that  no 
diseased  meat  is  offered  for  sale  to  the  public*  During  the  year  a 
total  of  499340  animals  were  examined  in  this  way  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors*  This  is  an  increase  of  8,402  over  last  year  and  has 
involved  overtime  working  for  the  Inspectors* 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  staff  for 
their  helpful  co-operation  during  the  year  and  to  express  my  gratitude 
to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued 
interest  in  all  measures  designed  to  protect  the  health  of  the  public*

Births 

The  number  of  live  births  for  the  year  was  567  giving  & 
birth  rate  of  15.84  per  1,000  population.  300  of  these  were 
males  and  267  females.  The  Registrar  General comparability 
factor  is  1.02  which  alters  the  birth  rate  for  the  area  to  16ol5 
per  1,000.  There  were  15  male  and  10  female  illegitimate  births, 
representing  4.41  per  cent  of  total  births,  and  the  number 
of  still  births  was  11  representing  1.94  per  cent  of  the  total 
births.  Nine  of  these  were  males  and  two  females. 

Deaths 

484  deaths  were  recorded  by  the  Registrar  General,  consisting 
of  210  males  and  274  females.  The  crude  death  rate  for  the  area 
was  13.52  per  1,000  of  the  population,  but  adjustment  by  the 
Registrar  General ®s  comparability  figures  of  .94  reduces  this 
figure  tol2#81*.
